Final approval of plans of the | 
St. Louis Housing Authority for | 
a new $18,778,000 housing estab- | 
lishment, with 1522 dwelling units | 
for Negroes, has been given by 
President Truman, Mayor Joseph | 
M. Darst announced today. This 
is the so-called “M-4” project. 

The Mayor said purchase of 
the 34.5-acre site, part of the gen- 
eral DeSoto-Carr housing area, 
would be started within 10 days. 
The Housing Authority already 
has options to buy more than half 
of the site, and, if necessary, it 
can exercise the condemnation 
power to complete the acquisition. 

Construction should be started 
not later than next Sept. 1, Darst | 
said. Thus it may be possible to 
permit the entry of the first ten-| 
ants by the latter part of 1952. | 

Submission to President. | 

Word of presidential approval’ 
was received by the Mayor from 
the Chicago regional office of the 
Public Housing Administration. 
It was necessary to submit the 
project to the President because 
the indicated cost exceeded the 
limit subject to PHA officials’ 
own action. 

Housing costs have risen under 
the impact of inflation, forcing 
the Housing Authority to plan ele- 
vator-type structures and_ in- 
crease the number of families per 
acre. However, the plan calls 
for coverage of only 14.33 per 
cent of the site by structures. 

This establishment will have 
20 buildings of 11-story height 
and 41 sets of row houses, simi- 
lar to duplexes. The site extends 
from Twenty-first street to Jef- 
’ ferson avenue, and from Dickson 
street on the north to a point 
between Biddle and Carr streets 

n the south. It covers roughly 
about 15 city blocks, in one of 
the city’s worst slums, but a sec-. 
tion relatively lightly inhabited 
now. The present dwellers there 
are Negroes, occupying 321 dwell- 
ing units. 

The approval by President Tru- 
man relates directly to a PHA con- 
tract with the Housing Authority, 
whereby eventual anticipated op- 
erating losses will be covered by 
federal subsidy. Funds for con- 
struction of the project will be 
borrowed from commercial sources 
by the Housing Authority, at low 
interest, under federal guarantee.

Knocked out by the Senate bill 
was a provision which permitted 
18-year-olds to volunteer for one 
year’s training before they be- 
came subject to induction. 

Morse Votes to Send Bill. 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
who fought to alter the bill—told 
a reporter he joined others. in 
voting to send it on to the Sen- 
ate because he had been given a 
“full and free hearing” and did 
not want to bottle up the legisla- 
tion. 

However, Morse served notice 
that he would continue his battle 
for numerous amendments, in- 
cluding limiting the draft to men 
18 years and 6 months and the 
length of service to 21 months. 
Both these proposals were voted 
down in committee. 

Most Senators believe few if 
any 18-year-olds will be drafted 
this year or next. 

The Senate bill would not can- 
cel exemptions for World War II 
veterans, men with more than one 
dependent, and those given spe- 
cial deferments such as farm or 
defense workers. 

In inducting 18-year-olds, those 
nearest 19 would be taken first. 
All draftees below 19 would re- 
ceive four months of basic train- 
ing before being sent overseas 
or placed in combat. Thus most 
of the 18-year-olds would reach 
19 before ordered to such duty.

Selection of Sentner and Steu- 
ben, who was prominent in the 
“Little Steel” strike of 1937, was 


party from which the Reds 
thought they had excluded all un- 
friendly tipsters,’ Newsweek said. 

Initial strategy in the attack on 
the defense effort, as reported 
by Newsweek, includes plans to 
exploit labor dissatisfaction with 
the wage freeze, the production 
speedup and alleged discrimina- 
tory hiring practices. Steuben’s 
paper, March of Labor, will be 
the “theory-making and expound- 
ing organ for the drive,” the ar- 
ticle added. 

“Bunk,” Sentner Says. 

Newsweek’s report was termed 
by Sentner “the usual amount of 
bunk, not based on fact. ‘He said 
that, while he opposes govern- 
ment “freeze policies and price 
control aspects,” he attended no 
meeting and received no appoint- 
ment.. 

“Neither John Steuben nor I 
have to be appointed to say what 
we believe is wrong with govern- 
ment policy or contrary to the 
welfare of the American work- 
ers,” Sentner said. He said he 
had written several articles for 
the March of Labor “reporting 
developments in the Midwest”, 
and added he had not seen 
Steuben in more than a year. 

Expelled From Union Local. 

Sentner, 42 years old, took a 
leading part in the early CIO 
organizing drive here, and became 
president of District 8, United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers. In the fight in 1948 
over Communist domination of 
the union, Sentner was expelled 
from membership in St. Louis Lo- 
cal 1102. Several months later he 
announced he would not be a can- 
didate for re-election as district 
president. 

In 1949 the United Electrical 
Workers international union was 
expelled from the CIO for its left- 
wing policies, and a new CIO 
union of electrical workers. was 
formed. Sentner, an avowed 
Communist, became international 
representative here for the old 
union, a job he still holds. 

Iowa Conviction Reversed. 

Sentner was found guilty of 
advocating criminal syndicalism 
in the Maytag Washing Machine 
Co. strike at Newton, Ia., in 1938, 
and was fined $2500. The con- 
viction was reversed by the Iowa 
Supreme Court, which held that 
the defendant’s belief in Commu- 
nist philosophies was irrelevant 
to the case. In 1949, Sentner was 
fined $200 at Evansville, Ind., as 
the result of a picket line dis- 
turbance. 

Steuben, a former CIO organ- 
izer, is author of a book, “Strike 
Strategy,” which appeared last 
year. In the book Steuben in- 
structs workers how to conduct 
strikes, and gives pointers on 
how to spot strike-breaking activi- 
ties.

DUTCH COMMANDER 
KILLED BY REDS WHO 
POSED AS FRIENDS 


ON THE CENTRAL FRONT, 
KOREA, Feb. 15 (UP)—Lt. Col. 
N. P. A. Den OQuden, commander 
of the Dutch battalion in Korea, 
was killed by Communist troops 
disguised as South Koreans who 
borrowed the ammunition from 
his own staff officers, it was dis- 
closed today. 

Several Dutch staff officers also 
were killed along with the Dutch 
commander in the audacious 
Communist raid, according to Lt. 
Tinue De Haan, batialion intelli- 
gence officer. 

De Haan said the Red force 
numbered about 40 soldiers wear- 
ing South Korean uniforms and 
insignia and bearing American 
weapons. They were later iden- 
tified as Chinese but at the time 
they were taken for South 
Koreans. They walked into the 
Netherlands battalion command 
post near Wonju last Monday at 
dusk. 

Their English-speaking spokes- 
man told Dutch officers they had 
run out of ammunition and the 
Dutch issued the ammunition. 
The Communists loaded their 
guns and then opened fire without 
warning. The surprised Dutch 
fought back in a close-range, 
hand-to-hand battle in the com- 
mand post.

Asserts ‘World Is in Rev- 
olution That Cannot 
Be Bought Off With 
Dollars.’ 


TUCSON, Ariz., Feb. 15 (AP)— 
William O. Douglas, Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
said yesterday “if we continue our 
present foreign policy, especially 
in Asia, if we continue in our 
present direction, we are doomed 
to disaster.” 

Justice Douglas was speaking 
to a civic club gathering. 

’ He said the Asiatic world is in 
revolution similar to that which 
came to France and America. 

The Justice added “I gathered 
my information, not in the capi- 
tals of the Asiatic countries, but 
in talking to farmers and goat- 
herders in the back areas. 

“The world is different than 
we in America have thought. The 
plain fact is that the world is in 
a revolution that cannot be bought 
off with dollars. There are rum- 
blings in every village from the 
Mediterranean to the Pacific. 

“We think of that force as 
Communism but it is not. The 
Communists only exploit the sit- 
uation.” 

Justice Douglas continued: “The 
spirit which motivates these peo- 
ple is pretty much the same as 
our own in the American Revolu- 
tion. They have a catalogue of 
specific complaints, such as we

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73 Pct. of U.S. Reports on Mines 
In Illinois Indicate Hazards 


Record for Year Ending Last June 30 Worse 


Than for Previous 12 Months, When 
Figure Was 58 Pct.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—Near- 
ly four yearg after the Centralia 
(Ill.) mine explosion of March 25, 
1947, which cost 111 lives, many 
coal mines in Illinois, as well as 
in other states, are in an unsafe 
condition. 

Statistics of the Bureau of 
Mines show that for the year end- 
ed last June 30 about 73 per cent 
of the reports of the federal mine 
inspectors on Illinois pits indi- 
cated the existence of serious 
hazards. The nazards may have 
been removed in subsequent in- 
spections of the mines. © 

This record is worse than that 
of the previous year, when 58 per 
cent of the reports indicated seri- 
ous hazards. The national aver- 


age in the year ended last June | 


30 was 41 per cent; in the previ- 
Ous year it was 31 per cent. 
Record in Illinois. 

Illinois’s record o< percentage 
compliance with the recommenda- 
tions of the federal inspectors was 
17 in the year ended June 30, 
1947; 38 in 1948: 24 in 1949 and 
32 in 1950. The natiinal average 
~ those years were 29, 41, 28 and 
0. 


Mines in Utah last year had the 
best compliance record, 60 per 


cent. Bituminous mines in Penn- | 


sylvania had a record of 35 per 
cent. A small number of mines 
throughout the country have a 
record of 100 per cent. 

Federal inspectors, numbering 
250 for the entire country, have 
no enforcement powers. Enforce- 
ment is in the hands of the states, 
which have their own laws. Legis- 
lation to grant enforcement pow- 


ers to the federal inspectors |

It may be worth nothing that 
last October federal inspectors 
found the same condition in the 
Peabody Coal.

The Peabody mine employs 909 
men. A total of 30 violations of 
the federal mine safety code were 
found. 

The situation similar to the one 
in West Virginia was that bore 
holes were not made in advance 
of the working area to determine 
whether methane gas could pos- 
sibly seep from abandoned and 
sealed tunnels into the working 


‘space. These tests were not made 


‘in West Virginia and the mine 
| blew up.

Two Polish embassy employes 
also have resigned, State Depart- 
ment informants said. 

Several such defections from 
Communist-dominated embassies 
and offices in this country have 
been reported recently. 

Litynski had been with the em- 
bassy for five years. His resigna- 
tion was effective Jan. 29. His 
request for sanctuary in the

Other recent defections from 
the Polish embassy included 
Grzegorz Leyfell, a clerk, and a 
maid to Ambassador Winiewicz’s 
wife, a State Department official 
said. 

The official said he had no in- 
formation on causes behind the 
resignations.

NE of the more encouraging

Within the last fortnight, in 
contrast, the President has dis- 
cussed the coalition idea calmly 
and sympathetically with a num- 
ber of the men who are closest 
to him.

November election. 

Won’t Touch Acheson. 

The President has not been 
shaken, on the other hand, in his 
determination not to touch the 
State Department. Some of those 
best qualified to judge are now 
inclined to think that the Presi- 
dent would accept the resigna- 
tion of Secretary of State Dean 
G. Acheson if it were sponta- 
neously offered—which is also a 
change from the former presi- 
dential attitude.

The Bonds’ Purchasing Power 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent report by the National 
Industrial Conference Board we were 
told that unless you have more than 
doubled your salary in the last 10 
years, you were better off financially 
in 1940 than you are at the present 
time. 

This result of our depreciated cur- 
rency brings to mind the plight of 
those who were urged to buy the Series 
E Government bonds, some of which 
are now falling due. They were a good 
investment in terms of dollars, but in- 
flation has reduced their value in pur- 
chasing power about one half. 

Such are the evil effects of a depre- 
ciated currency, and in such manner 
has an unwary public been uninten- 
tionally betrayed.. If the Government 
wishes to maintain the confidence of 
the people, it should certainly endeavor 
to establish a stable currency, one that 
does not vary in purchasing power over 
the years. 

In justice to the holders of the E- 
bonds, the bonds should be made re- 
deemable in accordance with the pres- 
ent cost-of-living index, placing the 
realized value on a par with the pur- 
chasing power of money at the time 
the bonds were acquired. In fact, this 
might apply to all forms of Government 
paper, at all times, or under any condi- 
tion of inflation or deflation.

Up to the School Board 


The Board of Education has taken what may 
be a long step toward the improvement of 
public school administration in St. Louis. If 
they carry through, the board members will 
have done much to increase the confidence 
reposed in them by the voters. And that, of 
course, would be a big help in the School Board 
election and the school tax and bond referen- 
dums coming up this spring. 

The board has turned over to State Senator 
Hess for introduction in the Legislature a bill 
which would permit the establishment of a 
modified unit system for the administration of 
the schools. 

By merging the authority of the present Su- 
perintendent of Instruction and the Building 
Commissioner, this would eliminate much of 
the inefficiency caused by the present five-way 
division of responsibility. 

Further, the board received a motion to 
eliminate the office of .Supply Commissioner. 
This it can do without legislative permission. 

Like most of the experts who have exam- 
ined the St. Louis school system in recent 
years, the Board of Education’s Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee made adoption of the unit 
system its No. 1 recommendation. But this 
committee, which went out of existence Tues- 
day night after a year’s work, is not too happy 
over the way the board has modified its blue- 
print. 

The major difference is over the board’s 
retention of an auditor responsible to it, rather 
than to the proposed Superintendent of Schools, 
and the granting to this auditor of the author- 
ity to preaudit school transactions. This makes 
it possible for the board, instead of confin- 
ing itself to questions of policy, to interfere 
in everyday school administration. 

This is a bad arrangement which compromises 
the proposed unification of authority. The Leg- 
islature certainly should hear all concerned on 
its desirability. But even with this serious 
reservation, the bill represents progress. It is 
not an ideal measure, but it is better than the 
one which was allowed to die in the last legis- 
lative session. 

The question now is whether the board 
really stands solidly behind these reforms, or 
whether they have been‘ brought this far only 
as pre-election window dressing. School re- 
form, however, is not exclusively in the hands 
of the board. The Legislature can pass the 
unit control bill even if School Board support 
for it should prove only lukewarm. The peo- 
ple of St. Louis can urge this on the Legisla- 
ture. 

They can speak through such organizations 
as the P-TA, the Patrons’ Alliance, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the League of Women Voters, 
the various labor unions and the many other 
groups interested in better government and 
more efficient public service. The voters can 
also indicate their desires by electing the three 
reform candidates to the school board. This 
is a community problem, subject to community 
action. 

We hope that the board members will demon- 
strate their sincerity. We hope that they will 
march in step with the community. That would 
be the ideal preliminary to raising the taxes 
and issuing the bonds which are essential to 
decent pay for teachers and decent schools 
for the children of St. Louis. This city was 
once world-famous for its public education. 
There has been much deterioration, but it can 
be checked and the trend reversed. And in 
this, the School Board certainly ought to take 
the lead. 
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A Bad Bargain 

Apparently it took the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marines to stop young Robert H. 
Moore’s effort to bargain with justice, though 
he has repeatedly proved himself a bad bargain 
to the courts and police. 

Assistant City Counselor Roy Fish had said 
he was agreeable to letting Moore pay a $350 


fine for traffic violations and then avoid a 


Workhouse sentence, if the notorious speeder 
would enlist. The armed services had already 
said once that they were not running a reform 
school and have just said so again. They do 
not want Moore. That ought to end the bar- 
gaining. 

But it is astonishing that Mr. Fish would 
listen to the proposition put to him by Moore’s 
attorney. Moore has been arrested frequently 
on an assortment of traffic charges. He has 
endangered the lives of others on the highways. 
Nineteen months ago a judge told him, “You 
have no business driving an automobile.” But 
after that he was involved in an accident and 
was convicted in police court and he still faces 
serious state charges. 

Fines have not curbed this young man’s irre- 
sponsibility. Why should the Assistant City 
Counselor ever agree to letting Moore escape 
a Workhouse term, to which he was duly sen- 
tenced and which he undoubtedly needs? 
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Strange Stand for Mayor Darst — 

When a mayor appears before an aldermanic 
committee to argue for an enterprise he vetoed 
six months earlier, both the mayor and the 
enterpnise must give the citizens pause. Just 
what strange power is there behind the West- 
chester Heights housing project which can in- 
duce Mayor Darst to change his mind so 
publicly and so completely? 

Some of the points brought out at the long- 
suppressed public hearing on the project strike 
us as not too relevant. For example, the Real 
Estate Board objected that building 1750 apart- 
ments would require school facilities for 4000 
children. 

That is no objection.* Any housing project 
involves school requirements. The presumption 
is that a community that wants the housing 


- will provide the schools. And certainly St. 


Louis wants housing. 

The question is whether St. Louis wants 
the Westchester Heights housing on Bernard 
H. Tureen’s terms. His terms are these: 


(1) He will build the project if the city 
gives him the supreme public power of 
eminent domain, by which he can buy the 
property involved at condemnation prices 
if he cannot buy it by negotiation. 

(2) He will build the project if St. Louis 
gives him a tax subsidy that could amount 
to $3,600,000 over 10 years. 

And what would Mr. Tureen give the com- 


munity in exchange for these immense privi- 
leges? A vague and altogether unsecured 
promise to provide “middle income” housing 
at rentals of “about” $70 a month. As we 
have pointed out before, the urban redevelop- 
ment law under which he wishes to operate 
provides no effective ceiling on rents because 
it provides no effective ceiling on Mr. Tureen’s 
actual profits. 

Even if he held down the rents, there would 
be no effective ceiling on the profits he could 
take out of the commercial development which 
looms so largely in his plans.

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Over the Parallel Again 


The thirty-eighth parallel has been crossed 
again. That is the effect of the attack of 
the South Korean marines at the port of Won- 
san. Actually, the crossing was not by troops 
on the grqund who went from the South Korean 
side of the imaginary boundary to, the North 
Korean side. But a raid 90 miles up the 
east coast puts U.N. soldiers in battle above the 
parallel once more. That makes the crossing 
a fact. 

Gen. MacArthur’s authority to go over. the 
line is clear enough. That authority was given 
to him at Lake Success when the U.N. offensive 
brought the forces of democracy up to the 
parallel at the end of last September. 

At that time, however, the Chinese Commu- 
nists were not participants in the war. The 
struggle was ‘still against the North Korean 
aggressors. Was the parallel’s crossing a fac- 
tor in bringing Mao Tse-tung into the war? 
The British seem to think so. This opinion has 
grown on them until Prime Minister Attlee 
has now said in the House of Commons that 
the British Government wants consultations on 
the subject at least among U.N. countries sup- 
porting Gen. MacArthur with troops in the 
field. 

If the British doubts are widely shared then 
there should be another vote on the issue 
and Gen. MacArthur either re-instructed or 
instructed differently. A commander of troops 
should not be saddled with high diplomatic 
decisions which are the responsibility of the 
heads of state. Gen. MacArthur obviously is 
not averse to making these decisions, but he 
cannot possibly keep up to the minute on all 
the efforts at settlement by negotiation at Lake 
Success, in Washington and in Ldéndon. 

The Kremlin wants the U.N. and principally 


‘the United States tied indefinitely to a Korean 


war which will sap our resources and make 
it hard for us to assist Europe in building up 
a defense against Communist aggression. If 
Moscow has its way there will be no honorable 
settlement by diplomacy. Thus the question for 
Lake Success is whether, if the opportunity 
to cross the parallel enlarges itself, it is better 
to go over in pursuit of the enemy or to use a 
temporary halt as an element in negotiations. 

Only the U.N. can answer and the answer 
should be what the delegates honestly think 
is most likely to bring about a “cease-fire” 
order from Peiping. 
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Will the Jacket Still Fit? 


Just a few days ago St. Louis was awarded 
Gen. Doolittle’s beribboned flight jacket as a 
national prize for a get-out-the-vote campaign 
last November. We thought the city would 
wear the jacket becomingly. The next few 
days, however, will indicate whether altera- 
tions are in order. 

St. Louisans have until 5 p.m. Saturday to 
register for the March 9 city primary and the 
April 3 city election. In the latter case, school 
taxes will be an important issue. Yet Charles 
J. Dyer of the School Board reports that at 
least 1040 of the board’s employes are not even 
registered, and most of them are teachers and 
principals. 

This, as Mr. Dyer says, is a “fine” example 
of citizenship. The city got out the November 
vote with the help of thousands of school chil- 
dren, yet many of their teachers have not taken 
advantage of the most elementary form of the 
democracy which they are expected to teach. 
At the moment they cannot vote. 

One thing America has stood for and fought 
for in the world is the free ballot, but the exact 
worth of that ballot can be measured by 
whether it is used. In the matter of voting, 
St. Louis is supposed to be a prize city in 
the prized country. So let us find out, be- 
tween now and 5 p.m. Saturday, whether the 
General’s jacket still fits. 
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Sectarian Inhumanity in Greece 

If any American needs a reason for the strict 
separation of church and state, a piece of news 
from Athens provides a striking one. 

In Greece, the state supports the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church, which observes the Gregorian cal- 
endar. There is, however, a Julian calendar 
sect, whose dogma is the same as the orthodox 
church with the exception that the Julianists 
observe their church holidays 13 days later. 

This seems like an essentially minor point. 
After all for quite a spell in recent years, 
Thanksgiving was observed on different Thurs- 
days in different states in this country. No one 
was at anyone’s throat about it. In fact, some 
states enjoyed both holidays and a lot of people 
were happy about it. 

Yet in Greece, the Government not only out- 
lawed the Julianist sect, but has at last tracked 
down its 82-year-old head, Archbishop Chrysos- 
tomos Kavourides, seized him in hiding, and 
exiled him to an island in the Aegean sea. The 
order for the arrest was dated 16 years ago! 

News such as this should: make all Americans 
eternally grateful for 16 words in their Con- 
stitution: “Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof.” 

We submit the above for the attention of the 
Voice of America. 
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A New Social Security Barrier? 

It is disconcerting to know that a legal quirk 
may prevent some public employes in Missouri 
from qualifying for federal social security bene- 
fits under recent congressional legislation ex- 
tending the system to such persons. 

There seems to be no question that employes 
of the State, school districts and the City of 
St. Louis can enter the social security system 
once the Legislature passes a bill to authorize 
it. But apparently the state Constitution is not 
so clear in the case of persons working for 
counties, municipalities under 40,000, and road, 
water, sewer or drainage districts. 

If the Attorney General upholds the view 
that such employes are barred from the system, 
owing to a lack of constitutional authority for 
the contribution of public funds to the social 
security fund, Missouri will have but one course 
open. That is the prompt adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment assuring that all public 
employes shall enjoy the same rights as re- 
gards participation in social security benefits. 

Missouri cannot divide its public employes 
into class A and class B citizens so far as social 
security is concerned.

The crack on the surface of official 
Anglo-American relations which has de- 
veloped over Communist China is certainly 
deeper, and might well be more enduring, 
than any other since the end of the war. 


It is the inevitable consequence of the 
sedulous refusal on both sides of the 
Atlantic to face the real meaning of the 
divergence of policy in the Far East. 

American policy in the Far East has 
been so indecisive, or decisive so sporadi- 
cally and in so many incompatible direc- 
tions, that, at any 
time in the last few 
months, a_ British 
Government’ which 
had a clear idea of 
what it wanted, and 
why it wanted it, 
would have been 
able. to save the 
United States from 
its own vacillations 
and the rest of the 
world from drifting 
into a dangerous sit- 
uation. 

But frequent and 
querulous objections, 
which have been do- Clement Attlee 
ing duty for a policy, have no effect except 
to cause irritation in Washington. 


Watched from across the Atlantic, Lon- 
don seems to have been too preoccupied 
with displaying alarm, whenever one of 
the more irresponsible generals, officials 
or assorted politicians explodes into hot 
air, ever to take the decisions which, firm- 
ly presented, would have made the ex- 
plosion harmless. : 


Retreats and Evasions

“Shocking” U. S. Policy 


And those who were looking for a rea- 
sonable policy from the British Govern- 
ment could not discover one and had to 
invent what they hoped that it would be. 

But, if British policy has been disap- 
pointing, the development of American 
policy in the Far East over the last 12 
months has been shocking. 

Criticism of Mr. Acheson from respon- 
sible quarters has been stifled for most 


of “intervention on behalf | 


of the last year by the scurrilous attacks 
of Senator McCarthy, which made defense 
of his personal character seem more im- 
mediately necessary than doubts about his 
foreign policy. 

But the direction in which his policy 
has been moving has lately brought a 
stream of criticism of a more serious kind 
than accusations of sympathy with Com- 
munism. 

The real trouble, which some people 
realized at once, began with the Korean 
war. The irretrievable mistake was the 
inclusion of the paragraph about the neu- 
tralization of Formosa in the President's 
statement of June 27. 

As a result there is, in the public mind, 
a link between the action in Korea, which 
has the authority of the United Nations, 
and the American attitude to the Chinese 
Nationalists, which has not. 

And since June the Administration’s 
policy towards Formosa has been sliding 
down the slope into Senator Knowland’s 
lap so quietly that neither the Secretary 
nor the Senator seems to have noticed 
what has happened. 


A Rebellious General 


This development in the policy on For- 
mosa suggests, as some have lately begun 
to suspect, but not realized at the time, 
that the real Munich of this war—and the 
word has been too much used recently— 
occurred at Wake Island. 


Certainly\the most plausible explanation 
for the change of attitude towards For- 
mosa—a change which just grew and was 
never announced—¥is that, faced with a re- 
bellious commander, Mr. Truman appeased 
General MacArthur at the expense of his 
announced policies. 


And a few weeks later, when Mr. Attlee 
was in Washington, it was Mr. Acheson 
who was the most fervent advocate of the 
limited war. 

The belief of the American public at 
this moment is that their allies have been 
trying to run out on them since, and be- 
cause of, the reverses in Korea and that, 
therefore, the United Nations are an un- 
dependable bunch. 


Road to Frustration 


They do not realize, and have not been 
told, that the change is not in the policy 
of their allies, but in that of their own 
government. 

It is a tragedy that the American 
initiative over Korea in June, the relief 
with which it was greeted all over the 
world, the popular pride at the President’s 
brave decision and the appalling losses 
which the American forces have suffered 
in Korea should ever have been allowed to 
add up to a total of bitter quarrels between 
allies and frustration in the United 
Nations. 

Good would come out of it if the United 
States were to learn the lesson that its 
policies have no inherent right to ride 
rough-shod over those of the rest of the 
free world—particularly when they are 
swinging so violently in all directions that 
it is hard for other countries to keep up 
with the latest moves. 
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A Case of Composite Fakery

That makes news, because it was a com- 
posite picture of Tydings and Earl Brow- 
der circulated in Butler’s behalf that con- 
tributed much to the veteran Democrat’s 
defeat.

United States Communist. 

By a loose definition of ethics, use of 
the picture could be condoned because 


the caption underneath plainly said it was 
“a composite.” But the persons responsible 
knew that while this would serve as a 
legal technicality, the average reader 
would gloss over the word composite. 
There was a flurry of composites among 
metropolitan papers in the ‘20s which 
reached its peak-in recording the pur- 
ported antics of Daddy and Peaches 
Browning. Their use in a campaign. that 
had been built around Senator Tydings’ 
probe of Senator Joseph McCarthy’s 
groundless Red charges against the State 
Department wis a particularly low blow.

Alaskan Paradise 


WILDERNESS HOMESTEADERS, by Ethel Kavanaugh. 

(Caxton Printers, 303 pqs., $5.) 

There was a woman, an office slave, 
who dreamed of a place of her own, a 
cottage on virgin land in a far frontier. 
There was a daughter who shared the 
dream. Between them, through struggles 
and hardships, they made their dream 
come true, having a lot of adventures and 
fun in the doing. That’s Ethel Kavanaugh 
and her daughter, Dorothy. 

These two, with packboards on their 
backs, plunged 35 miles into the wilder- 
ness of Alaska, finding a valley that was 
like Paradise to them, claimed it as their 
own and because of the roaming herds of 
moose, coined a plural word and called it 
Meese Acres. 

They started from scratch, with only the 
supplies that they had packed in, shel- 
tered at first in a temporarily vacant trap- 
per’s cabin that they took over on the 
assumption that the owner wouldn’t care 
and went on from there to the building, 
with their own 
hands, of the little 
homestead that 
would be the fulfill- 
ment of their dream. 

If there were 
hardships, and there 
were many, the two 
women took them in 
their stride, and if 
there were worries, 
also many, they were 
not unwelcome be- 
cause, as Ethel says, 
“I'd rather worry 
about @homesteading 
than anything else 
I ever heard of,” and 
Dot accepted them not less _ willingly. 
Hardships and. worries were what they 
had asked for and expected and, incor- 
rigible homesteaders that they were, 
would have missed if the going had been 
easier. 

It is not to be expected, though, that 
other women, office slaves, reading about 
it in the book, will drop everything and 
put off into the Alaskan wilderness to 
homestead as the Kavanaughs did. It is 
all high-hearted and merry in the telling, 
but it was rugged in the doing. It is 
doubtful whether any other two women 
anywhere would have the hardihood to 
pioneer like Ethel and Dot to make their 
dreams come true. 

It is good, though, that the two women 
went through with it, for they found the 
happiness and contentment that they 
sought. Good, too, because if they had 
not there would not have been a blithe and 
breezy book like “Wilderness. Homstead- 
ers” to satisfy vicariously the souls of of- 
fice slaves everywhere without tempting 
them too much to make a break for the 
woods.

APPARENTLY BLOCKED 


Senator Witte Objects to His 
Confirmation for Parole 
Board Post.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15— 
Senate confirmation of the ap- 
pointment of former State Sena- 
tor John D. Fels of St. Louis coun- 
ty as a member of the State Board 
of Probation and Parole appar- 
ently has been blocked by the ob- 
jections of Senator Charles A. 
Witte o Kirkwood, Fels’s succes- 
sor in the Senate. 

Under the unwritten rule of 
“senatorial courtesy,” a State Sen- 
ator can block the appointment 
of any yerson living in his district 


by merely declaring the appoint- 


ment is personally objectionable 
to him. Both Witte and Fels are 
Republicans. 

Witte admitted to this corre- 
spondent today that he intends to 
block confirmation of Fels, but he 
declined to discuss his reasons. 

Support Opponent. 

It was learned, however, that 
Witte’s personal objections stem 
from the fact that Fels opposed 
him for the Republican nomina- 
tion as his successor in the Sen- 
ate, and supported State Repre- 
sentative George E. Bohrer of Le- 
may for his place on the ticket. 

In addition, a number of Dem- 
ocratic and Republican Senators 
who served with Fels last session 
are reported to be discreetly en- 
couraging Witte to stand firm in 
his opposition to the Fels ap- 
pointment because of some doubt 
as to Fels’s qualifications to the 
important State Parole Board 
position. 

Fels won Republican renomina- 
tion to the Senate in the St. Louis 
county primary election last 
August without opposition. A 
short time later he announced he 
was resigning as a candidate to 
accept appointment by Gov. For- 
rest Smith to the $5000-a-year 
parole board job. 

Committee Picked Witte. 

Witte and Bohrer, who had been 
renominated in the primary for 
re-election as “tate Representa- 
tives, became the principal candi- 
dates for Fels’s place on the 
ticket. Fels attempted to get the 
nomination for Bohrer, but the 
St. Louis County Republican Com- 
mittee members in the senatorial 
district picked Witte for the can- 
didate, and he was elected to the 
Senate last November. 

Fels took over his parole board 
job last autumn, as he was en- 
titled to do since his appointment 


was not in session. 
forced out of office, however, 
whenever the Senate, acting on 
Witte’s objections, refuses to con- 
firm him. 

Many Republican Senators feel 
that Fels abandoned his party 
when he cast the deciding vote 
for repeal of the controversial 
Madison labor regulatory act last 
session. The law had been passed 
by the Republican-controlled Leg- 
islature in 1947, and its repeal 
was put over by the Democrats, 
with the aid of Fels, in payment 
of the Democrats’ political debt 
to organized labor.

viously, it is foolishly optimistic 
to look for the kind of immense- 
ly fruitful and effective coalition 
Administration that would be 
made possible if Acheson bowed 
out. Although he might conceiv- 
ably accept his resignation, the 
President will not ask Acheson 
to resign. The Secretary shows 
no wish to do so. Thus he must 
be regarded, for a while longer 
at least, as a fixed star in the 
official firmament. 


Hence if leading Republicans 
are to be introduced into the Ad- 
ministration, other places, at the 
Treasury and Commerce de- 
partments, for example, must be 
found for them. This is precise- 
ly what is under consideration. 


Secretary of the Treasury John 
Snyder of St. Lous is another 
subordinate whose resignation the 
President will never ask for. But 
Snyder is not well. He has at least 
two offers of major business posi- 
tions. He is again talking of get- 
ting out, as he has done before. 
If he really leaves—and the “if” 
is a very big one—his departure 
probably would be the signal for 
the President to bring Republi- 
cans in. Elliott Bell, the brilliant 
adviser of Thomas E. Dewey, 
whom the New York Governor 
would certainly have made his 
Secretary of the Treasury if he 
had won in 1948, is one of those 
being conditionally discussed for 
Snyder’s place. 


“Progress, but not enough prog- 
ress,” is the shortest way to de- 
scribe this evolution in the Pres- 
ident’s political thinking. If all 
the ifs come true, and the Tru- 
man Administration is actually 
strengthened by the addition of 
one or two Republicans of Bell’s 
stature, the position in Washing- 
ton will at least be greatly im- 
proved. But it will still be high- 
ly doubtful whether the Ameri- 
can Government will possess the 
essential power to act, and to act 
quickly, boldly and_ decisively, 
in response to the immense chal- 
lenges which are surely ahead of 
us. 

The White House and State De- 
partment have managed to con- 
‘vince themselves that the com- 
parative calm on Capitol Hill 
means that the Congressional 
storm against Acheson has blown 
itself out. Unfortunately, there 
are far more reasons to suspect 
that this calm is merely the lull 
at the heart -of the hurricane. 

The most significant political 

development since the election 
is Senator Robert A. Taft’s de- 
cision to use Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy both as a chief lieu- 
tenant in Congress and as the 
leading propagandist of the Taft 
presidential campaign. The pur- 
pose, obviously, is to let Mc- 
Carthy outdo, in this session, 
everything he did in the last 
session, And as long as the 
President refuses to take the 
truly decisive steps which will 
rally all moderate men to his 
standard, there is _little pro- 
tection against the Taft-McCar- 
thy strategy. 


PLEADS GUILTY OF ATTEMPT

I’ll remember those people sit- 
ting in Dr. Friedenau’s office. I'll 
think of them whenever anybody 
tells me there’s no sense of jus- 
tice or decency left in Germany. 


19 PCT. RISE IN SHIPMENT 
OF OIL BY SARGES IN 1950 


Nearly 19 per cent more pe- 
troleum products were moved by 
barges on the Gulf and Sbuth 
Atlantic intracoastal waterways 
and the Mississippi river system 
in 1950 than in 1949, Chester C. 
Thompson, president of the 
American Waterways Operators, 
Inc., announced today. 

The report, based upon Depart- 
ment of the Interior tabulations, 
showed 89,576,344 barrels were 
moved last year in barges from 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Arkansas to South Atlantic points 
and to inland ports on the Missis- 
sippi river and its tributaries. The 
1949 movement was 75,490,340 
barrels. 

Thompson said the 1950 ship- 
ments were equal to a tenth of 
the total storage capacity or tank- 
age of the nation’s bulk plants 
for petroleum.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15— 
The report of a new study of the 
old question whether there is 
enough water in the Missouri 
river for navigation and the va- 
rious other uses in the compre- 
hensive development program, 
now before the basin states for | 
review, asserts that the water 
supply is sufficient. 

The review must be completed 


by March 5. The report, by a 
technical subcommittee of the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee, will be issued at Inter | 
agency’s next meeting, in South | 
Dakota in April. The review by 
the states was requested by Gov. 
Forrest Smith of Missouri, an 
Interagency member, who is 
concerned over whether there is 
enough water for some Missouri 
towns. 

An authoritative source has 
told the Post-Dispatch that the 
general conclusion of the sub- 
committee is that there is water 
enough for navigation—and hence 
for other purposes — except in 
periods of extreme drouth. Even 
in such periods, the technicians 
declare, navigation might be pos- 
sible for a reduced season instead 
of the preseent eight-month open 
period for river traffic below 
Sioux City, la. 

Long Time Between Drouths. 


The Weather Bureau has stated, 
as one phase of the report, that 
it should be a long time between 
intensive drouths such as those 
af 1934 and 1936, the era of the 
Dust Bowl in the plains country. 

The United States Geological 
Survey has put together for the 
first time, for this report, a con- 
siderable volume of _ hitherto 
fragmentary information on flow 
of the Missouri river, covering 
the last 52 years. This is looked 
to as a better basis of anticipat- 
mg future flows than the data 
@vailable up to now. 

Another new piece of informa- | 
tion is a_ calculation of the | 
amount of water which can be 
expected to evaporate from the 
broad surfaces of the seven 
large reservoirs to be created by 
dams in the Missouri river under 
the Interagency plan for the 
basin. Evaporation losses. are 
relatively heavy under the blaz- 
ing summer sun of this region, 
especially when the water sur- 
face is vastly augmented by the 
long, wide reservoirs. 

Retarding the Runoff. 


One phase, of the report deals 
with the depletion of water sup- 
ply anticipated due to applica- 
tion of the mammoth program of 
soil conservetion and agricultural 
development called for in a De- 
partment of Agriculture 30-year 
plan for the Missouri basin, now 
pending before Congress. There 
would be a large depletion under 
this program, due to retardation 
of the runoff of water from the 
land and prevention of some now 
uncontrolled runoff. 

Generally speaking, the Post- 
Dispatch was told, the showing 
of the Interagency subcommittee 
report “will not be too different” 
from a report made by an en- 
gineering subcommittee of the 
Missouri River States Committee 
in 1944. That committee repre- 
sents the governors of the 10 
basin states. Its cautiously word-

The present study has called 
attention to a report last October

erence Service of the Library of 
Congress at Washington.

Dealing with’ the 
period of 1898-1948, he said the 
average water supply for 39 non- 
drouth years would have been

“Therefore,” Curran declared, 
“before the full demand of the 
present (Interagency) plan is cre- 
ated, the problem should be con- 
tinuously studied with a view of 
devising conservation measures 
and, if necessary, curtailing the 
presently conceived project in or- 
der to avoid any economic over- 
development.” 

Curran pointed out that much 
more data than is now available 
should be supplied in order to 
have adequate knowledge of the 
subject. He called attention to 
various problems involved in any 
determination of the sufficiency 
of water. 

Wendell Johnson of Omaha, 
Nebr., a civilian engineer for the 
Army Engineers, chairman of the 
Interagency subcommittee, has 
told Interagency that new checks 
of the anticiapted water supply 
should be made repeatedly here- 
after, at intervals of a few years. 
The purport of his statement was 
that a finding on the question as 
of any given time would not 
stand good indefinitely.

Cottage cheese is a health food. 
Originating in thrifty farm 
kitchens where nothing was 
wasted in the way of food, cot- 
tage cheese was once served only 
as a side dish, garnished with 
chives. 


Now cottage cheese is apt to 
turn up at any meal of the day. 
As an omelet ingredient cottage 
cheese may be eaten at breakfast 
or luncheon. In a salad ring, it 
makes a substantial luncheon dish; 
and put through a sieve and 
served with fruit, or put in a pie, 
cottage cheese takes its place 
among the elegant desserts.

‘of warfare. It uses unarmed

Its crew — 
protected by fighter cover in 
which 22 planes took part at one 
time or another—hid in a nearby 
ditch for two hours until a heli- 
copter was brought up. While 
they were there, Chinese soldiers 
came and investigated the plane 
itself. This sort of adventure is 
in the day’s work for Mosquitos. 


Their work is greatly appreci- 
ated by the ground forces. Wher- 
ever one goes on the front, one 
is soon aware that a Mosquito in 
the sky makes a tremendous dif- 
ference to the soldiers.

Kentucky Politics Hit 
By Chandler Situation. 
OBERT L. RIGGS, Wash- 
ington correspondent of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, 
disclosed that Happy Chand- 
ler’s status is holding up politi- 
cal machines in Kentucky. 

“Things have got to a point 
in Kentucky politics,” Riggs 
writes, “where candidates for 
high office have to make their 
decisions from information they 
glean from the sports page.” 

It seems that Joe B. Bates 
was running for the candidacy 
for the governorship, but just 
as he was about to announce 
the selection of a campaign 
manager, he learned that he’d 
have to come to a dead stop un- 
til March 12, 

That’s the day when Albert 
B. (Unhappy) Chandler expects 
to learn at Miami whether he’ll 
remain in baseball or be free 
to return to politics. If base- 
ball men do the unexpected and 
return Chandler to the high of- 
fice, then Bates will be free to 
resume his quest for the gov- 
ernorship, but if Happy gets 
the pitch, Bates will have to 
step aside so Chandler can run 
for the office. 

“This is the situation in spite 
of the fact that both Bates and 
Gregory (Representative Noble 
J. Gregory, on whom Bates 
leans heavily for political sup- 
port) are convinced as men can 
be that they have from Chand- 
ler an ironclad pledge that he 
will not run for Governor, re- 
gardless of how he comes out 
on the baseball job,” Riggs 
writes. 

It seems that while Happy 
was in Washington recently, he 
assured Gregory and then 
Bates, whom Gregory sum- 
moned to hear the same story, 
that he would support Bates 
and would not be a candidate 
himself. The suggestion was 
that Happy had ambitions to 
be nominated for the presiden- 
cy of the United States, and if 
he passed up the governorship, 
he’d get support from Gregory 
and Bates. 

“Now Gregory is no green 
hand at politics,” Riggs contin- 
ues. “Nor is he inexperienced 
in dealing with Chandler. He 
knows very well that it is pos- 
sible to delude yourself into 
believing Chandler is telling 
you something when he isn’t 
doing so at all.” 

Shortly after the March 12 
date had been set for the joint 
major league meeting on the 
commissionership, “a Chandler 
emissary suggested to Gregory 
and Bates it might be well to 
suspend for a month all activ- 
ity in behalf of Bates.”

Wins New 
Titlein 
13 Rounds 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15—Ray Rob- 
inson, newly crowned middle- 
weight champion of the boxing 
world, today challenged Joe 
Maxim of Cleveland to a bout for 
the light-heavyweight (175-pound 
limit) crown. And Jack Kearns, 
Maxim’s manager, remarked that 
such a match “should draw a lot 
of money.” So perhaps that’s the 
next stop on Robinson’s journey 
through the boxing field. 

Ray stopped Jake LaMotta of 
New York in the thirteenth round 
in the Stadium here last night be- 
fore a crowd of 13,860, which paid 
$180,619.64 to see a bruising bat- 
tle that was terminated suddenly 
after LaMotta had seemed to 
many of those present to have the 
better of the going. 

Jake, who had some difficulty 
in making the weight limit of 160 
pounds, plodded through the early 
rounds against Robinson, scoring 
repeatedly with lefts to the head 
and the body. In the eleventh 
round Jake backed Robinson into 
a corner and pummeled him with 
rights and lefts until many fans { 
thought it possible that - might 
drop Ray. 

Just Like ae 

Instead Robinson fought his 
way out of the spot and took the 
offensive. He staggered La 
Motta badly with a sharp right 
hand blow and before the end of 
the round had Jake groping 
around the ring, almost out on 
his feet, and that was the real 
ending of the fight. 

La Motta came out for the 
twelfth and took brutal punish- 
ment as his right eye was cut. 
He didn’t land a punch through- 
out the session and the thirteenth 
started the same way. After La 
Motta offered no defense through 
two-thirds of the round, Referee 
Frank Sykora stepped between 
the two, waved La Motta to his 
corner and raised Robinson’s 
hand in token of victory. The 
end came at two minutes four 
seconds. 
La Motta offered no remon- 
strance to the referee’s ruling al- 
though he had never been off his 
feet. He was badly bruised 
around the eyes, nose and mouth 
and later said that he was strong 
for 10 rounds, then simply ran 
out of gas. 

Hitting 5 Out of 6. 
In the early part of the fight 
La Motta had the fans cheering 
wildly as it appeared that he 
might score one of the great up- 
sets of the ring and defeat Rob- 
inson, who has lost only one fight 
in his long career and that to 
La Motta whom Ray now has 
beaten five times. 
Jake started out steadily pur- 
suing Robinson, ignoring Ray’s 
sharp lefts to the head, and 
pounded Robinson’s body with 
strong left hooks. Once in a 
while he sent over a right to 
Robinson’s head but seldom took 
the chance on a right hand lead. 
He depended almost exclusively 
on his left, with which he dealt 
Robinson considerable punish- 
ment to the body. 
Officials judging the bout were 
mixed in their scoring for the 
first 10 rounds, two of them hav- 
ing it just about even at that 
point and the other counting it 8 
to 2 for Robinson. 

Everything Jake Then. 

Fans present, however, felt that 
LaMotta was ahead after 10 
rounds and Robinson himself re- 
marked that he felt he was be- 
hind at the end of the eighth 
round and knew he had to get 
going to win. 

Ray appeared puzzled at the 
way LaMotta stalked him, forcing 
Robinson to give ground through 
all of the 10 rounds and LaMotta 
shook off Robinson's tantalizing 
left hand punches like sleet off 
a slate roof.

In Legislator’s Resolution 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 15 (UP)—A resolution was offered in the 
Ohio House of Representatives today demanding a financial in- 
vestigation of the Ohio State University athletic, department and 
branding the big ten school “a graveyard of coaches.” 


The measure, sponsored by 
Representative Harold W. Oyster 
(Rep.), Washington, would direct 
the House Finance Committee to 
investigate the athletic depart- 
ment, which currently is em- 
broiled in selecting a new head 
football coach to succeed Wes 
Fesler. 

The athletic board submitted 
the name of Woody Hayes, coach 
at Miami (O.), University, for the 
job Monday, but the Board of 
Trustees balked at confirming the 
recommendation because only 
four of its seven members were 
present. 

Coaching Graveyard. 

“Ohio State has acquired a 
reputation of a graveyard of 
ches” Oyster said in the reso- 
lution. 

He demanded that the Finance 
Committee get an itemized state- 
ment from the athletic depart- 
ment showing how state appropri- 
ations were used for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1950. The 
resolution also provides for an 
audit of this statement to verify 
that it is correct. 

Oyster said his resolution was 
prompted by a statement of Uni- 
versity Athletic Director Richard 
C. Larkins regarding televising of 
Ohio State football games. Lark- 
ins said that if football revenues 


dropped more than $20,000 next 
year, he would have to ask the 
state to appropriate funds for the 
Buckeye football program. 
Unnecessary, Etc. 

“I don’t believe this is legal, 
proper or necessary,” Oyster said. 
“I have-no animosity toward the 
people in the athletic department 
at the university, but I just don’t 
believe any _ state-appropriated 
funds should be used for inter- 
collegiate athletics.” 

Oyster said he would not object 
to use of state funds for physical 
education, “‘but I certainly would 
object to their use in an inter- 
collegiate program.” 

“The Finance Committee 
should inquire if ‘the university 
intends to use any of its ap- 
propriations for intercollegiate 
athletics when 
budget or request for funds.” 

Oyster rapped the athletic de- 
partment for permitting the Ohio 
State-Michigan game to be played 
in a blizzard last November. He 
implied thagé the _ responsibility 
rested with the athletic depart- 
ment. 

The resolution further’ ex- 
pressed disapproval of the con- 
dust of the athletic department as 
“being contrary to the role of 
athletics in the over-all educa- 
tional program of OSU.”

What Re-Armament, 
Draft May Do to TV

“NEW YORK, Feb. 15. 


HAT will the draft and the re-armament 
program do to the three-billion-dollar tele-

In the first place—

in set manufacture. Production has dipped very 
little so ‘ar, but will probably dip sharply the last 
half of this year. Good guess as to this year’s 
production: about half of last year’s record 7,500,- 


000 sets.

IN THE LAST WAR, production of radio sets 
was stopped entirely by the Government. The 
industry believes that there won’t be any Govern- 
ment stoppage of TV set manufacture in the fore- 
seeable future because there wouldn't be much 
sense to it. The re-armament program will need 
the electronics industry as badly as it did in the 
last war, but right now Government orders are not 
nearly large enough to keep the plants busy. As 
a matter of fact, there will probably be some 
unemployment in the industry by early summer 
because of lack of materials. 

Demand for sets is still so high that, if produc- 
tion stopped tomorrow ‘which it won't), the dealers 
would be pretty well stripped of ‘sets overnight. 
High demand and short supply spells black market 
in any language. But there probably aren’t many 
dealers storing away sets for future under-the- 
counter sale. Television sets cost a lot of money 
and, with present credit restrictions, the dealers 
can't afford to keep a lot of sets on the shelf (or 
in the basement) for any length of time. But sets, 
especially the big-name sets, are going to be hard 


to get. 
* * x 


AS FOR NEW TV STATIONS, their construction 
was halted a long time ago by the FCC freeze, 
which hasn’t anything to do with the war. If the 
freeze were lifted tomorrow, a prospective station- 
builder would run into terrible material shortages. 
The National Production Authority has not barred 
the building of new TV stations, but the station- 
owner would have to locate his own scarce mate- 
rials. Transmitters are almost solidly constructed 
of critical metals. The big manufacturers of trans- 
mitting equipment (RCA, General Electric, Du 
Mont) have about 25 complete transmitters tucked 
away in storehouses. Most of them are already 
spoken for—if and when the FCC lifts the freeze. 
There may not be many more built.

PROGRAMS: Advertisers had a moment of panic 


and slashed ad budgets sharply. The panic has 
ended and the advertisers are pouring as much— 
and a little more—money into television program- 
ming as ever. They'll continue to do so, even if 
they have no products to sell, as they did in the 
last war. The amount of money they spend on 
programs will be determined exactly by the pro- 
portion of excess profits they are allowed to spend 
on advertising. In general, though, the sponsor is 
making out his budget on a quarterly, rather than 
an annual basis: he doesn’t want to contract for 
a whole year of Perry Como for fear the Govern- 
ment will suddenly tell him how much or how 
little he can spend on advertising. 

Television is a.young man’s same; its production 
and technical staffs are stuffed with draft-eligible 
youngsters, many of them with skills which the 
Army, Navy and Air Force badly need. All the 
networks expect to be hit badly by draft or reserve- 
officer calls by March or April. One network may 
lose 60 per cent of its TV directors and assistant 
directors to the services. Technical manpower is 
already a problem, with production heads scouring 
the town for good engineering staffs. 


* * * 


WHILE RADIO WAS allowed to boom in the 
Jast war as a morale factor, television is a rather 
different proposition. The ratio of manpower be- 
tween radio and TV is about One to six. “Stop the 
Music,” for example, requires the services of 40 
men, exclusive of talent. A baseball game needs 
about 11 technicians, a director and assistant 
director, and:two or three announcers. If man- 
power gets tight, how long will the Government 
permit these huge production staffs—even if the 
networks can find them? 

The broadcaster hopes that television will be 
officially encouraged by Washington not only as a 
morale factor but also as a national asset in a 
period of emergency. Even in the last war, when 
TV was still an experiment, television was used 
in New York police stations to train air raid 
wardens. With 10,000,000 sets in American homes, 
it could be invaluable as a training device. 

Production standards may suffer not only from 
inexperienced technicians but also from material 
shortages. Replacements for camera tubes are 
already terribly hard to get: the film supply for 
kinescope is very tight, and film may disappear 
from the market soon unless the Government 
allocates a certain amount to TV as it did to the 
movies in the last war. 

That’s the situation as it looks today. It could 
change tomorrow.

I averaged a ‘B’ grade in all my 


subjects, but didn’t even have a 
book for three of my five courses. 
If a fellow always attends class, 
and takes notes properly he can 


get enough from the professor's 
lectures to pass a course O.K.” 
But the president of the college 
almost collapsed when he listened 
to this supposed sacrilege. 
“Why, that’s an impossible situ- 
ation!” he exploded, as he hastily 
Harry never to mention the fact again. 

The old man was terrified, for he feared people would 
look down upon his college if it became noised abroad that 
students could pass various of the college courses without 
owning textbooks.

“The Life of Our Lord” was 
written by Charles Dickens in 
1849 for the teaching of his chil-

Its first pub- 
lication in 1934 was a major lit- 
erary event shared by a limited 
number of American newspapers, 
including the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Now it is being re- 
printed by the Post-Dispatch this 
Lenten season for a new genera- 
tion of readers. 
CHAPTER FIVE. 

IX days after the last miracle 
S of the loaves and fishes, Jesus 

Christ went up into a high 
mountain, with only three of his 
Disciples — Peter, James, and 
vohn. And while He was speak- 
ing to them there, suddenly His 
face began to shine as if it were 
the sun, and the robes He wore, 
which were white, glistened and 
shone like sparkling silver, and 
He stood before them like an 
angel. A bright cloud overshad- 
owed them at the same time; and 
a voice, speaking from the cloud, 
was heard to say, “This is My 
beloved Son in whom I am well 
pleased. Hear ye Him!” At which 
the three Disciples fell on their 
knees and covered their faces, be- 
ing afraid. 

This is called the Transfigura- 
tion of Our Saviour. 

When they were come down 
from this mountain, and were 
among the people again, a man 
knelt at the feet of Jesus Christ, 
and said, “Lord, have mercy on 
my son, for he is mad and can- 
not help himself, and sometimes 
falls into the fire, and sometimes 
into the water, and covers him- 
self with scars and sores. Some 
of Thy Disciples have tried to 
cure hirmh, but could not.” Our 
Saviour cured the child immedi- 
ately; and, turning to His Dis- 
ciples, told them they had not 
been able to cure him themselves, 
because they did not believe in 
Him so truly as He had hoped. 

The Disciples asked him, ‘‘Mas- 
fer, who is greatest in the King- 
dom of Heaven?” Jesus called a 
little child to Him, and took him 
in His arms, and stood among 
them, and answered, “A child 
like this. I say unto you that none 
but those who are as humble as 
little children shall enter into 
Heaven. Whosoever shall receive 
one such little child in my name 
receiveth me. But whosoever 
hurts one of them, it were better 
for him that he had a millstone 
tied about his neck, and were 
drowned in the depths of the sea. 
The Angels are all children.” Our

all children. Yes, and all the 
world. No one ever loved all peo- 
ne so well.and so truly: as He

Peter asked Him, “Lord, how 
often shall I forgive any one who 
offends me?

ND He told His Disciples this 
A siory: He said, “‘There was 

once a servant who owed his 
master a great deal of money, 
and could not pay it, at which the 
master being very angry, was go- 
ing to have this servant sold 
for a slave. But the _ servant 
kneeling down and _. ~»begging 
his master’s pardon with great 
sorrow, the master’ forgave 
him. Now this same_ servant 
had a fellow-servant who owed 
him u hundred pence, and instead 
of being kind and forgiving to 
this poor man as his master had 
been to him, he put him in prison 
for the debt. His master, hearing 
of it, went to him, said, ‘O wicked 
servant, I forgave you. Why did 
you not forgive your fellow- 
servant?’ And because he had not 
done so, his master turned him 
away with great misery. So, said 
Our Saviour, how can you expect 
God to forgive you, if you do not 
forgive others?” This is the mean- 
ing of that part of the Lord’s 


Prayer, where we say “Forgive 
us our. trespasses’—that word 
means fauits—‘as we forgive them 
that trespass against us.” 


And He told them another 
story, and said: “There was a 
certain farmer once, who had a 
vineyard, and he went out early 
in the morning, and agreed with 
some labourers to work there, all 
day, for a penny. And bye and 
bye, when it was later, he went 
out again and engaged some more 
labourers on the same terms; and 
bye and bye went out again; and 
so on, several times, until the 
afternoon. When the day was 
over, and they all came to be 
paid, those who had worked since 
morning complained that those 
who had not begun to work until 
late in the day had the same 
money as themselves, and they 
said it was not fair. But the mas- 
ter said, ‘Friend, I agreed with 
vou for a penny; and is it less 
money to you, because I give the 
same money to another man’?” 

Our Saviour meant to teach 
them by this, that people who 
have done good all their lives 
long will go to Heaven after they 
are dead. But that people who 


have been wicked, because of 
their being miserable, or not hav- 
ing parents and friends to take 
care of them when young, and 
who are truly sorry for it, how- 
ever late in their lives, and pray 
God to forgive them, will be for- 
given and will go to Heaven too. 
He taught His Disciples in these 
stories, because He knew the peo- 
ple liked to hear them, and would 
remember what He said better, if 


He said it in that way. They are 


ca.led Parables—The Parables of 
Our Saviour; and I wish you to 
remember that word, as I shall 
soon ‘have some more of these 
parables to tell you about. 

The people listened to all that 
Our Saviour said, but were not 
agreed among themselves about 
Him. The Pharisees and Jews 
had spoken to some of them 
against Him, and some of them 
were inclined to do Him harm 
and even to murder Him. But 
they were afraid, as yet, to do 
Him any harm, because of His 
goodness, and His looking so di- 
vine and grand—although He was 
very simply dressed, almost like 
the poor people—that they could 
hardly bear to meet His eyes.

0 a place called the Mount of 

Olives, teaching the people 
who were all clustered round 
Him, listening and _ learning 
attentively, when a great noise 
was heard, and a crowd of 
Pharisees, and some other 
people like them, called Scribes, 
come running in, with great 
cries and_ shouts, dragging 
among them a woman who had 
done wrong, and they all cried 
out together, “‘Master! Look at 
The law says she 
shall be pelted with stones until 
she is dead.

Jesus looked upon the noisy 

crowd attentively, and knew that 
they had ccme to make Him say 
the law was wrong and cruel; and 
that if He said so, they would 
make it a charge against Him and 
would kill Him. They were 
ashamed and afraid as He looked 
into their faces, but they still 
cried out, “Come! What say you, 
Master? What say you?” 
Jesus stooped down, and wrote 
with His finger in the sand on 
the ground, “He that is without 
sin among you, let him throw the 
first stone at her.” As they read 
this, looking over one another's 
shoulders, and as He repeated the 
words to them, they went away, 
one by one, ashamed, until not a 
man of all the noisy crowd was 
left there; and Jesus Christ and 
the woman, hiding her face in her 
hands, alone remained.

Soup's an Inspiring Dish 


Bean Soup as It's Served in Senate One Example 


By Hoyt Alden 


EETHOVEN is credited with 

having once remarked that 

“only the pure in heart can 
make good soup.” The circum- 
stances which inspired the re- 
mark are not recorded, but they’re 
not hard to reconstruct. It seems 
fairly obvious that the great 
composer must have been about 
halfway through a steaming tu- 
reen of some excellent soup when 
his soul began to expand. His 
spirit rejoiced. Carried away by 
the flavor and aroma of the soup, 
he came to the conclusion that 
there must be something ethereal 
about gooc soup. 

Thomas Fuller, on the other 
hand, compared soup to love and 
gave soup top billing. “Of soup 
and love,” he wrote, “the first 
is best.” This might give rise to 
some debate, even among the 
most avid of soup lovers, but at 
least it shows how Fuller felt 
about soup. 


Soup has been an inspiration 
not only to poets, writers and mu- 
sicians but to statesmen as well. 
For years one of the most popu- 
lar dishes in the Senate dining 
room in Washington, D.C., has 
been the famous United States 
Senate Bean Soup, the recipe for 
which never varies, year in and 
year out. While the behavior of 
the Senate may not always seem 
a tribute to the soup’s inspira- 
tional qualities, it’s reputation as 
soup is well established, and it is 
an example of what soup can be. 

Since bean soup stands near 
the head of the list of all great 
soups, it’s a good one to know 
how to make. Here’s the Senate 
soup recipe: 

Put two cups of white beans, 
and a hambone with some meat 
on it, in three quarts of water 
and let them soak all night. Then 
start simmering them, which 
should continue for at least two 
hours. — 

At the end of the first hour, 
add a half cup of cooked, mashed 
potatoes. Stir the soup thor- 
oughly until the potatoes are well 
mixed. Then add three finely 
‘chopped onions, a whole bunch of 
celery, tops stalks and all, after 
it has been chopped fine; a clove 
of minced garlic and a fourth of 
a cup of finely chopped parsley. 
Let it simmer for the second 
hour, and then take out the ham- 
bone, chop up the pieces of meat 
from the bone and put them back 
in the soup. A big bowl of this 
and all you'll need is dessert and 
coffee. 
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UP IN NEW ENGLAND, where 
they have a bean soup of their 
own, they might give you some 
argument on the merits of Sen- 
ate bean soup as compared to 
New England Bean soup. But 
they’re both excellent dishes, and 
you can take your choice. In 
New England they do it thi: way: 

Place a two-pound ham knuckle 
in a soup pot with a cup of pea 
beans and two quarts of water. 
Simmer it for three hours, ad- 
ding more water if necessary. 
Take out the ham knuckle and 
cut up the meat. Skim the fat

off the soup. Put the meat back 
in along with a medium-sized 
onion, chopped fine. Boil the 
soup until the onion is tender. 
Then add a cup of cream and a 
cup of milk. Bring the soup to 
the boiling point, season with 
salt and pepper, and sprinkle a 
little paprika on each serving. 
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ONE OF THE BETTER soups, 
which is often neglected by the 
little woman, who likes to make 
her soups by opening a can, is ox- 
tail soup. Like this: 

Dice four carrots and a large 
onion and fry them in drippings 
until they’re tender. The oxtails 
will have been cut up, of course. 
Flour them and brown them also 
in the drippings. When they’re 
well seared, put them in a soup 
kettle along with three quarts of 
water and the onions and carrots. 
Now add a grated carrot, and tie 
two bay leaves, a little black 
pepper and a little thyme in a 
bag and toss that in. Cook the 
soup for at least three hours. 
Fifteen minutes before you serve 
it, add three tablespoons of flour, 
well browned and dissolved in 
Salt to taste. 

x * : 

HERE’S A CREAM of clam and 
oyster soup which may lead you 
to believe that Beethoven wasn’t 
putting it too strongly after all. 
Like this: 

Clean a pint each of small oys- 
ters and clams and save the 
liquid. Chop them up fine to- 
gether. Put them in a soup kettle 


and add the liquid and half a 
cup of cold water. Bring it to a 
boil. then reduce the flame and 
let it simmer for five minutes. 
Now take a cup and stir two 


tablespoons of cornstarch in three | 
tablespoons of cold milk until it’s | 
well blended. Add this to one | 


quart of scalded milk. Pour the 
milk into the oyster and clam 
mixture and bring it to a boil. 
Season the soup with salt, cel- 
ery salt and white pepper to 
taste. Let it simmer another five 
minutes. Take it off the fire and 


_ strain it through a fine cloth in- 


to another sauce pan. Add a 
tablespoon of sweet butter and a 
few drops of lemon juice, stir- 
ring it constantly.

Pageant Sunday to Mark Half-Century of Combined Charitable Efforts by Agencies Forming Group

EFUGEES from other lands, 

the unemployed, the aged, the 

sick, the homeless—these are 
problems that face community 
agencies every day. In 1901 these 
problems existed, too, and so 
urgent was their need that a 
group of Jewish charitable agen- 
cies combined forces to become 
the. Jewish Federation of St. 
Louis. Their aim was to work to- 
gether so that they might best 
observe the admonition, “Su- 
preme above all is to give assist- 
ance to a fellow man... there- 
by helping him to become self- 
supporting.” 

Next Sunday, Feb. 18, the Fed- 
eration, now composed of 12 
agencies and 14,000 members, will 
celebate its fiftieth anniversary 
with a public pageant at the St. 
Louis Theater, in which tribute 
will be paid to those men, wom- 
en, and groups of men and wom- 
en which have helped their fellow 
man. And in addition to looking 
back, the Federation will look 
forward as it outlines a new pro- 
ject, the St. Louis Jewish Com- 
munity Health Plan, which will 
incorporate four existing serv- 
ices for the sick and the aged 
— one enlarged, improved serv- 
ce. 

As it traces its history, the Fed- 
eration will return to pre-Federa- 
tion days to the earliest develop- 
ment of the Jewish community in 
St. Louis. The first Jewish settler 
to come to St. Louis was Wolf 
Bloch, who arrived in 1816 when 
the city was a thriving riverfront 
community of 5000 people. Oth- 
ers followed, and by 1836 there 
was a large enough group to hold 
a formal religious ceremony on 
Rosh Hashana, in a room over a 
grocery store on Second and 
Spruce streets.

ROM then on, the development 
Feor the Jewish community par- 

alleled the growth of the com- 
munity itself. Many came here in 
1871 after the Chicago fire, others 
in 1878 after the yellow fever 
plague in the South, refugees 
came from eastern Europe follow- 
ing the terrible Russian pogroms. 
First there were Bohemians, then 
Germans, then Austrian, Hungar- 
ian, French and English Jews. 

The newcomers were greeted 
with warm welcomes and helping 
hands. Charity had always occu- 
pied a prominent place in Jewish 
life from earliest times, very 
probably because of the precari- 
ous situations in which the Jew-

ish peorle found themselves 
throughout the ages. In earliest 
Mosaic law, seven branches of 
charity were designated: Giving 
food to the hungry and drink to 
the thirsty; clothing the naked; 
visiting the sick; burying the dead 
and comforting the mourners; 
ransoming the captives; educating 
the fatherless and sheltering the 
homeless; provi€ing poor maidens 
with dowry. 


These rules wére translated into 
modern terms which applied to 
the homeless, the ‘poor, the sick 
of a big city. Just as in ancient 
days, the relief treasury con- 
nected with the synagogue was 
known as the Chamber of the 
Reticent and recipients were pro- 
tected from being known as re- 


ceiving charity, A high value was 
placed on charity given anony- 
mously and impersonally. 

* * * 


MONG the early charitable or- 
A ganizations which helped in 

the dispensing of aid were 
the Ladies’ Zion Society, the He- 
brew Benevolent Society and the 
United Hebrew Relief Organiza- 
tion. They filled a need but as 
problems grew and organizations 
grew there was much confusion, 
much overlapping of work and 
drives for funds. In 1901 at a 
meeting at the Columbian Club 
(where the Automobile Club is 
now located) a group of Jewish 
business and civic leaders met 
to consolidate all charities into 
the Jewish Federation. Moses 


Fraley was there, as was Elias 
Michael, Jonathan Rice, Moses 
Shoenberg, Aaron Waldheim, Sig- 
mund Baer, August Frank, Julius 
Glaser, and one woman contrib- 
utor, Mrs. Albert Arnstein. In 
its first consolidated campaign, 
the Federation raised $34,375 and 
was on its way. 


A forerunner of the Communi- 
ty Chest idea, the Federation 
quickly became more than a fund- 
raising agency. Some agency must 
be responsible for recognizing 
the needs for which no existing 
agency provides, for doing the so- 
cial planning. Sometimes agencies 
outgrow their usefulness. For ex- 
ample, there was once a home for 
newsboys, a home for working 
women.

CANASTA

T USUALLY pays to pick up a 

discard pile of seven to ten 

cards, even when the cards in 
the pile are not immediately use- 
ful. As you continue to draw, you 
will match some of these cards, 
and possession of the others will 
give you a much wider choice in 
discarding. 

An exception often arises, how- 
ever, when your score is nearing 
5000, and you are playing to go 
out and end the game as soon as 
possible. 

Suppose you have this hand: 


...d the deal with more 
than 4000 points, and you have 
miscellaneous melds including two 
canastas. You can calculate that 
with your canastas and melds, 
your score is just about 5000. 
Your partner still has nine cards. 

The opponents need 90 and 
have not yet melded. 

Now your right-hand opponent 
throws a six. 

You could take the pack and 
meld three sixes. But there are 
ten cards in the pack, and only 
the top card is immediately meld- 
able. 

This is a time when you must 
calculate carefully to make sure 
that the possession of these extra 
cards will not pull you under 5000 
points if an opponent should go 
out before you can meld them. 
Keep in mind the fact that when 
you are ahead, as you are this 
time, the opponents are trying to 
go out. One of them may have a 
hand so well-matched that a 
single lucky draw will put him 
out concealed. 

Granting that it is usually more 
trouble than it’s worth to count 
the exact points you have melded, 
you do usually know when you are 
close to 5000. In such cases, cau- 
tion will pay.

OST of the agencies receive 

the major part of their oper- 

ating expenses through the 
Community Chest, the exceptions 
being the Jewish Community Re- 
lations Council and the Board of 
Jewish Education. Also, since 
Community Chest is, generally 
speaking, for local purposes, serv- 
ices filling national and interna- 
tional needs must finance those 
separately. For these, the Jewish 
Welfare Fund is collected an- 
nually, with quotas in recent 
years of $2,000,000, for the sup- 
port of 40 local, national, and 
overseas agencies. For these, the 
Federation serves, as Leo C. 
Fuller, chairman of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary celebration de- 
scribes it, “as a great switch- 
board for the exchange of infor- 
mation and assistance between 
St. Louis and the world on all 
matters affecting Jewish life.” 

Displaced persons have been 
among the recipients of this na- 
tional and*international aid. Since 
1934, victims of persecution in 
Europe have been coming here, 
and 200 orphaned DP. thildren 
have been placed in new homes in 
St. Louis. 

Four known living survivors of 
the original Federation are still 
here, Bernard Greensfelder, Sam- 
uel J. Russack, James W. Singer 
and Adolph Singer. 

“The underlying philosophy of 
the Federation has remained the 
same,” Greensfelder says, “to 
help people help themselves.” 


“The Jewish Federation has 
never been the work of one man 
or of one group,” says I. E. Gold- 
stein, the present president. “It 
has been the composite instru- 
ment of the entire community act- 
ing for the betterment, not only 
of the Jewish people but of all 
the people living in and influ- 
enced by St. Louis.” 

“The real meaning of Federa- 
tion,” one of lines of the 
Pageant sums it*up, “is not just 
how much money can be raised, 
not just how many agencies it 
supports. The real meaning is in 
human lives.”

West opened the jack of dia- 
monds, and when the dummy was 
spread, South saw that two dis- 
tinctly different lines of play 
would have to be considered. 
South could draw trumps and 
stake everything on finessing for 
the queen of spades, thus surgen- 
dering only one trick in ‘dia- 
monds. For this plan to suc- 
ceed, East woulc have to have 
the spade queen with no more 
than two guards—if he had the 
queen but had greater length in 
the suit, the finesse in itself 
would be worthless because he 
would cover dummy’s jack and 
still have the suit stopped. 


It was quite possible, of course, 
that this spade-finesse plan was 
the one to follow, but after some 
thought, declarer decided that he 
would play fow the spade queen 
to be in West’s hand. (In all 
probability, he made this decisior 
because it would be more fuys 
to give up a trick to the spade 
queen and still make the slam 
contract.) 


Winning the first trick with 
the diamond king, South led to 
the club ace and ruffed a club. 
He then led the low spade. West 
hesitated over this unlooked-for 
situation, but finally put up the 
queen. His diamond return was 
taken by the ace, and South 
ruffed another club. Now the 
spade ten was overtaken with 
dummy’s jack, and South ruffed 
the last club. 


Declarer was now reduced fo 
the J-5 of trumps (he had ruffed 
the clubs high) but dummy still 
had its original trump holding.
